Charles Erd, a prominent lawyer of St.

He was trying to choke him 
into submission when he heard footsteps 
behind him. He glanced over his shoulder 
and saw the outline of a man. 

After that he remembered nothing until 
he found himself on the sidewalk at the 
street corner, with a pain in his head and 
a lump forming at the back of his skull. 

He looked in vain for Osgood. He went 
to the ‘home of the young women and found 
him there, greatly excited, dazed and with 
a bad bruise on his head. 


Forgot What Happened. 


Osgood insisted that he did not know 
what had happened; that he remembered 
nothing after crossing Minerva avenue 
until he found himself at the young 


women's home. 

Baptiste asked if he had been robbed. 
Osgocd said he did not think so, but feit 
in his pockets and found his silver watch 
was missing. 

Baptiste says he was so pleased with the 
fact that he had left $60 and a gold watch 
in another suit, and that the robbers had 
got only $3 from him, that he thought he 
would not report to the police. 

The young women insisted, however, 
saying there had been two recent bur- 
glaries in the neighborhood and the police 
ought to he informed. Osgood begged that 
nothing he said about his part in the 
matter, as his mother was ill and the ex- 
citement might make her worse. There- 
fore, Baptiste says, when the police came 
he did not mention Osgood. 

Investigation of .Baptiste’s story led
